SHORT ON WHEAT. 


Rather a Bearish Estimate of the Next Crop. 
Chicago-Tribune Editorial. •• 


It is well known to maiiy parties in the trade 


that heavy capitalists have recently investigat- 
ed the present situation in wheat, and the pros- 
pects for the next crop. The Tribune has taken 
some pains to ascertain the conclusions at 
which tbjey have arrived and feels it to be a du- 
ty to present tbose conclusions—of course, 
without yonching for their accuracy. They are, 
briefly, as follows: 
j 


1. Tho winter wheat cjpp of the whole Unit- 


ed States will not aggregate more than two- 
thirds the yield of last yeW. 
2. The acreage now sown to spring wheat is 


2O per cent less than in 11880; the yield per 
acre promising to be no greater this year than 
last. 
3. Only about seven and a half million bush- 


els of wheat remain in th< > hands of millers and 
in elevators in the country; and not more than 
one-third of'that quantity will reach our lake 
ports, unless prices should advance so much 
as to induce millers to sh: p their reserves in- 
stead of grinding the grai i. 
If these estimates be correct, the situation 


resolves itself into this: We have enough wheat 
on "hand to supply our vovu needs up to next 
harvest, and that harvest will supply all the 
wheat wanted for bread and seed in the United 
States during the next cr< p vear. But nothing 
more! N,ot a bushel for e sport! The 150,000,- 
000 bushels of deficier cy from last year's 
yield is barely equal to t lie quantity exported 
in wheat and flour. Anything exported after 
this date will be unnece ssarily parted with— 
literally a sharing of our pwu loaf with people 
who want it as badly as ourselves, or worse.

harvest, and that harvest will supplv all the 
wheat wanted for bread a id seed in the United 
States during the next crop vear. But nothing 
more! Not a bushel for export! The 150,000,- 
000 bushels of deficiency from last year's 
yield is barely equal to the quantity exported 
in wheat and flour. Any 
this date will be unnecessarily parted with 
literally a sharing of our >wu loaf with people 
who want it as badly as o irselves, or worse.

-aa.t the civil engineer of the military. 


Mr. Cameron had learned the office keep- 
er's trade for times of pence. 
He meas- 


ured all sorts of business by the conven- 
tional''red tape." By no other system of 
^measurement could his official latitude and 
longitude be definitely ascertained. 


With his portfolio of public affairs he ef- 


rfectaally "took the veil" and withdrew from 
pablic gaze. Witnesses aue still on the 
stand who testify that three days was about 
tbo average time consumed in whipping 
-fljne's card into his cloister, and that seven 
other good days were not an exceptional 
waste for reaching him in person. Men whose 
'time was wealth and vitality ito the country 
srode a thousand miles for a hasty interview 
"with the secretary of war; then often rode

<—, may be very serviceable 


-to your party in time of peace, ibut he has 
<shown himself incompetent at the head of 
hi« regiment; he must go; this is no party 


.affiur." 


And hia conduct r in close, to this line 


.-always. On one other occasion this friend 
stood in tke daily row of applicants for 
favors, palpitating as they approached the 
judgement stool, and markedIthe marvel- 
lous rapidity with which Mr. Stauton dis- 
iTjKwed of a hundred cases. He seemed to 
• sort strange men as deftly us the farmer 
'.reads the faces of his own few and familiar 
-kind. To him whose cause kept company 
with justice his rapid words we^e yet toned 
to'the mellowness of affection.

That Tie Cratraet. 


.H.Bly returned,Wednesday morn 


ing, from the headquarters of the Little 
Missouri, where he has been for several 
weeks past looking after his tie contract.

Mr. Cochrane's party, mentioned in 


tbe TRIBUKB Tuesday, consists of J. P. 
Wiser, member of Parliament, Mr.Stimp- 
son and W. F. Lewis (a large wholesale 
dealer) of Montreal, and _Mr. Gibbs, of 
Quebec. They will locate in the Bow 
river country/300 miles northwest of Fort 
Benton. ThW are now taking with them 
seventy-five head of fine blooded mares 
and stallions and eight imported balls. 
They have fifty more bolls in quarantine 
at Quebec, which will follow in a few 
days, and have purchased 5,000 graded 
cows in Montana. The land set aside for 
their use by the Canadian government, 
amounts to over 200,000 acres. They pro- 
pose making fine stock a specialty. They 
believe that by the time they are able to 
supply the local demand, that country will 
be reached by one or more lines of rail- 
road, when their surplus can be shipped 
in refrigerator cars. 
The enterprise is 


an immense one, and Bismarck will al- 
ways feel a warm interest in it, as the day 
is not far distant, when a line of railroad 
will connect Bismarck with their country, 
for the parties who now own the North 
Pacific will build railroads to connect with 
their main line wherever stock lives and 
wheat gftftvs, and no other country pro- 
duces either to better ad vantage than tbe 
country northwest of Bismarck.
